HOMES FOR THE WAGE-EA RN ERS. 


Oklahoma, City is lacking in the 
m atter of reasonably cheap rental 
houses for its wage-earner s. The con­ 
dition seems to indicate an oppor­ 
tunity for the investor in income- 
bearing real estate to do business. 
The wage-earner whose pay envelope 
brings him from $10 to $30 a week 
should be able, if a man of small 
family, to secure a reasonably com­ 
fortable flat within an easy distance 
of his place of 'employment at $15 
to $20 per month, and this should be 
a flat of 4 to 5 rooms, with individual 
conveniences. 
But 
that 
is something that 
the 
wage-earner can not 'find in Oklaho­ 
ma City at this time. Not within two 
miles of the heart of the city can 
be secured even three rooms, with 
individual 'privileges, at $15. 
it is 
almost impossible to secure fairlv 
satisafctory living quarters at $25 
per month while 
some 
homes 
are 
renting at $35 to $65 per month that 
are not worth one-half the amount 
as a value-received proposition. 
There is constant urging of the

Washington, July 6.—It is stated 
here on unofficial authority that the 
trials of Governor Haskell and five 
other 
tMuskogeeans, 
charged 
with 
conspiring to defraud 
the 
govern­ 
ment in the m atter of scheduling 
town lots in the old Indian Terri­ 
tory 
through 
the 
medium 
of 
so­ 
called dummies, will be tried at Vi­ 
nita iu March next, and that the 
chances are that M. L. Mott, Creek 
national attorney, will have charge 
of the prosecutions. 
This m atter of 
delay on behalf of -the government 
is taken to mean that Uncle Sam is 
realizing that he is "up against it" 
and has bit oft a bit more than lie 
can chewy 
District Attorney Gregg, it is sta t­ 
ed, will have charge of the 23,000 
civil suits that 'have been brought 
against residents of the Creek na­ 
tion. 
It had been the intention of the 
government 
according 
to 
alleged 
statem ents made in this city by Mr. 
Gregg, to hold the trials against the 
Muskogeeans in Chickasha. 
Thefe is scarcely a man in con­ 
gressional circles here that thinks 
the conspiracy cases will amount to 
a row of pins. 


Spokane. Wash., July 
7.—“ If

entered with the number of persons 
w<ho will register for Indian lands 
in the Flathead. Coeur d'Alene and

James W. Witten, superintendent 
of the opening and sale of govern­ 
ment lands, said this on his arrival 
in Spokane, after looking over the 
Flathead reservation in western Mon­ 
tana. He will also visit the Coeur 
d'Alene reserve in Northern Idaho 
and the Spokane in Eastern Wash­ 
ington. afterward going to Coeur d’ 
(Aiene, 
where he 
will 
make head­ 
quarters from Jul>% 14 to August 20. 
The drawing for the three reserva­ 
tions will l>egin at Coeur d ’ Alene on 
August 0 and continue until all the 
lands set -aside are distributed by 
the government lottery plan. 
"We 
have received at Washing­ 
ton, D. C„ an average of 3,000 let­ 
ters of inquiry a day since June I." 
said Mr. Witten, “and these cover all 
parts of the United States. Canada 
and Mexico. There will be thousands 
of others between now and the be­ 
ginning of registration.

To comprehend the magnitude of the enterprise it is 
necessary to remember that old world distances are not 
always understood in the new world. 
The scale of the 
maps is usually much smaller, so we sometimes get the 
idea that the United States is the largest country on the 
earth, because it looks largest on the map. 
A better 
coucepion of the Turkish undertaking w ill be gained 
by the knowledge that, taking Constantinople as a cen­ 
ter, Paris w ill be on the edge of a circle with a radius 
of 3,000 kilometers (about 2,250 m iles), while Mecca w ill 
be 500 kilos beyond the edge of that circle. 
In other 
words, to make the matter plainer, the distance from 
Constantinople to Paris is about that from New York
